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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 are pending in ihe presenx ^pHcaiion. Claims I and 5 are amended by ihis 
amcndmeni. No new matter is iniroduced by the amendments, which find suppon througboui the 
specification and figures. In particular, the amendments are supported in figure I by elements 14, 
It is respecifuUy submitted that the Amendments do not require additional search and/or simplify 
issues for appeal and it is conseqwemly respectfully requested that the Amendments be entered- 
In view of the amendments and the following remarjcs. Applicants respectfully request that the 

pending claims be allowed. 

Applicants respectfully request dial ibe Examiner return an ininaled copy of the 
Information Disclosure Statements (IDS) filed on April 20, 2004, in the next commumcation to 
die Applicants. A courtesy copy of the JI>S is enclosed with fliis Amendment 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipate by United States 
Patent Publication No. 2003/0819912 Al to et al, (hereinafter referred to as ). foitially, it is 
respectfully submitted that the rejection does not indicate precisely the basis of the rejection of 
claims 6 and 7. though these claims are addressed in the detailed description of the rejection. 
Applicants assume for the sajce of this response that claims 6 and 7 are rejected based on 
Laitenen, but clarification is respectfully requested m the next Office communication. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection based on Laitinen. Claim 1 relates to a 
method of handover in a mullimode mobile telecommunication netwoik in which, to initiate a 
handover, the network sends to a mobile temainal a fust group of system information via a first 
channel associated with circuit switching services and a second group of system information via 
a second channel associated with packet switching services. The method of claim 1 includes, 
inter alia, performing measuimenis at least in one neighboring cell on a basis of inforaiation 
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contained in the second group of system infonnation, wid sending to the t^etwork the 
roeasurements perftaroed in step a). The method according to amended clnim 1 also includes 
performing measurements at least in one ftmher nei^boring cell on the basis of the infoiraauon 
contained in the second group of system infonnation, and further sending to the nerwork the 
measurements perfiirmed in this step, in amended clwm I. ihe further sending opemion Is 
performed in a mtfssase distincffrom the sending operation, 

U is respectfully submitted that does not disclose the feature of a network sending to the 
mobile terminal the first group of system information for each neighboring cell in a distinct 
message. The feature of performing measurements in at least one additioijal neigbbormg cell, 
and sending to die network the measurements performed in the cell m a distinct message from 
the transmission of the measurements performed in the at least one neighboring cell is not 
disclosed in Laitinen. Support for this feature may be found in figure I showing the individual 
GPRS transmissions 14 fiom the MS to the BSS. In contrast, in Laitinen. the measuronent report 
is shown in a single message, as illustrated in figure 2, block P, The accoimpanying description 
in Laitinen discusses: 

Block P. where the MS 100 reports die 3G cells, uses a 
■ MEASUREMENT REPORT message that reflects a valu? of the 
received 3G_BA_IND infonnation elemojt. The MS 100 may also 
report The 3G cells using «a ENtiANCBO MEASUREMENT 
REPORT message that reflects a value of the received 
3G_BA_ND information element. 

(Laitinen; para. 60; emphasis added). Since Laitinen does not disclose or suggest distinct 

messages for the measurement reports for individual neighboring cells, Laitinen does not 

disclose all of the features of amended claim I. Therefore, amended claim I is allowable over the 

reference. 
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Claims 2-4 and 6 depend firam claim I and are therefore allowable for at least ihe same 
reasons as claim 1 is allowable. 

Claim 5 recites a feature simalar to claim \ and is therefore allowaWe for at least the same 
reasons as claim 1 is allowable. 

Claim 7 depends from claim 5 and is therefore allowable for at least ttic same reasons as 
claim 5 is allowable. 

CONCLUSION
